18.—The state 
rate decisions which marked the sea- 
sion of the supreme court are regard­ 
ed b y some lawy ers as merely the b e­ 
ginning of a fight b y the railroad* 
against low rates. 
In each case where a railroad failed 
to sustain its claim that the state 
rates were confiscatory the supreme 
court specifically preserved the right 
of the road to b egin new proceedings. 
This was true as to two roads in 
Minnesota, 
twelve 
in Missouri 
and 
two 
in 
Arkansas, 
where 
Justice 
Hughes said the data on which the 
claim of confiscation was b ased was 
too general. 
W hether any road can collect da ta 
b efore the interstate commerce com­ 
mission concludes its valuation of 
a ll 
the railroad 
property in the 
United 
States sufficiently accurate to satisfy 
the court that proper valuations 
ha v e 
b een arrived at is a new question. 
Justice Hughes made It clear 
tha t 
the court will not accept generalisa­ 
tions or opinions as to valuations and 
ex penses. 


Must Refo rm Bo o kkeeping . 
Even tests of day s or weeks will 
not satisfy . 
Lawy ers construct the 
court’s opinion as say ing that the 
railroads 
must 
invent 
a more 
de­ 
tailed sy stem of b ookkeeping. 
It has b een estimated that the In­ 
terstate 
commerce commission 
will 
not complete its valuation within live 
y ears. 
In the meanwhile it is regarded a s 
certain that some railroads will seek 
I to convince the court that they 
ha ws 
accurate figures to show a confisca­ 
tion. 
Within the week after the Minneso­ 
ta rate decision was announced the 
Norfolk and W estern railroad filed in 
the supreme court a suit in which ft 
claimed the 2-cent passenger law of 
W est Virginia was confiscatory . 
This law was held constitutional Is 
the suit of the Chesapeake and Ohta, 
b ut that road did not raise the point 
of confiscation. 
The unusual situation of low 
ra tes 
b eing applicab le to some roads in a 
state and not applicab le to others wms 
pronounced b y Justice Hughes in the 
Missouri rate decision as b eing entire­ 
ly constitutional.

The papers included what purport­ 
ed to b o carb on copies of letters, un­ 
signed, b ut furnished as genuine b y 
Harry A. Austin, a clerk in the office 
of Trum an G. Palmer, representative 
of the United States b eet sugar Indus­ 
try . 
While the committee was after the

ed in Octob er, 1906, only four months 
after the passage of the pure food 
law which had prevented the depart­ 
ment of agriculture according to a 
statem ent 
b y 
Secretary 
Houston, 
“from prosecuting manufacturers ot 
meat foods under the pure food law, 
or ordering seizures 6r prosecution 
for misb randing or adulteration of do­ 
mestic meats.” 
Secretary Houston said 
he could 
not understand why meat and meat 
products were not food in the sense 
of the food and drugs act, or why his 
department could not seize b ad, adul­ 
terated or misb randed meat, once it 
had entered interstate commerce. 
Under the new decision the govern­ 
ment can control meat foods from the 
hoof to the retailer, 
subject only to 
the limitations of the power of the 
federal government in Interstate com­ 
merce.

MARTINE SETS VERY ANGRY 


At the Close of a Stormy Session at 


Charleston, 
W. Va., 
New Jersey 


Senator Resents Invitation on Part 


of Coal Baron to Take a Drink and 


Only the Intervention of Friends 


Prevents a Personal Combat. 


Charleston. VV. Va., June 18,—At a 
stormy session of the senate mine 
strike committee at which a fist fight 
between Senator Marti ne of New Je r­ 
sey and Quinn Morton, manager of 
the Paint ('reek Operators’ associa­ 
tion. was narrowly averted, the coal 
operators of Paint and Cabin Creek 
presented their side of the contro­ 
versy. 
Mr. Morton and others dis­ 
cussed at length the fight at the min­ 
ers’ camp and Holly Grove on the 
night of Feb. 7, when witnesses for 
the miners testified a machine gun 
raked 
the town 
from an 
armored 
train. 
Mr. Morton flatly denied the state­ 
ment of Lee Calvin, a former mine 
guard, called by the miners, that he 
had urged that the train be backed 
up and that the men on board “give 
them another round,” 
This statement and Calvin’s decla­ 
ration that 
Morton 
had 
remarked, 
“ Didn’t we give them hell’’ after the 
train passed the town Mr. Morton vig 
orously denied. 


Returns Just Before Recess. 


After once questioning Mr. Morton 
as to his participation In the shooting 
up of Holly Grove, Senator Martlne 
left the hearing room and returned 
just as the committee was prepared 
to recess for luncheon. 
He 
strode 
Into 
the 
room 
and. 
without taking his seat, resumed the 
questioning of Mr. Morton. 
During the morning Mr. Morton had 
denounced the attitude 
of 
Senator 
Martlne 
as “ outrageous,’’ 
and 
the 
trouble broke out again with the ques­ 
tion the senator asked on his return. 
He wanted to know whether Mr. 
Morton had expressed satisfaction at 
the effect 
of 
the firing on Holly 
Grove, but before he had developed 
his line of questioning Senator Swan­ 
son, scenting trouble, adjourned the 
committee. 
Mr. Morton leaned back In the wit­ 
ness seat as Senator Martlne, his hat 
and heavy walking stick in his hand, 
stood behind the press table, still ask­ 
ing questions. 
“ W ell,” 
remarked 
Mr. 
Morton, 
“ we’ll all go down and take a few 
drinks and then we’ll feel better.’’ 


Crowd Begins to Leave. 


The auditors had already begun to 
crowd toward the door of the room, 
when they were arrested by a shout 
of Senator Martlne. 
“ What was that you said, sir?” he 
demanded, leaning toward Mr. Mor­ 
ton. 
“ I said w eil go down and have a 
few drinks and w eil feel better.” re­ 
peated the mine operator. 
Pushing his way through the little 
throng about the stenographer’s ta­ 
ble Senator Martine shouted: 
"You are a blackguard of the worst 
character to address such a remark 
to me.” 
Out of the confusion that followed 
came the voice of Morton. 
“ Did you not take three drinks with 
me in thirty minutes?’’ 
W ith a bound Senator Martine cov­ 
ered the short distance that separat­ 
ed the two men. 
“ You have forfeited all respect to 
consideration as a decent white man,” 
he shouted.

create public sentiment against free 
sugar through the columns of indi­ 
vidual newspapers and the facilities 
of press associations. 
The committee got possession of 
copies of letters 
and telegrams of 
Clarence 
C. 
Hamlin, 
a 
Colorado 
Springs newspaper owner and beet 
sugar man, in charge of the Washing­ 
ton office of the American Beet Sugar 
association, two years ago. 
The papers Included what purport­ 
ed to be carbon copies of letters, un­ 
signed, but furnished as genuine by 
Harry A. Austin, a clerk in the office 
of Truman G, Palmer, representative 
of the United States beet sugar indus­ 
try. 
W hile the committee was after the 
private papers Palmer, after confer­ 
ence with Senator Clark of Wyoming, 
Hamlin’s uncle, 
was wiring Hamlin 
urging him to get a lawyer to repre­ 
sent his interests. 
The committee had knowledge of 
that and hurried the letters into the 
record without regard to sequence. 


Minnesota Letter Read. 


A letter to Hamlin from H. A. 
Douglass 
of 
the 
Minnesota 
Sugar 
company of Chaska, Minn., dated at 
Detroit, April 6, 1912, said: 
“ W e think it would Ie the wise 
plan to have C. T. Fenton, manage. 
of the Minnesota Sugar company, who 
is now in Washington, meet the Iowa 
senators and advise them of the pos­ 
sibility of the Minnesota Sugar com­ 
pany extending its interests in North­ 
ern Iowa in case of a satisfactory 
sugar tariff settlement.” 
A copy of a letter purporting to 
have been wrlttetn by Hamlin to J. 
Ross Clark of Ix>s Angeles and dated 
Washington, Jan. 
18, 1912, said in 
part: 
“ Mr. Case had another conference 
w’ith Senator Works yesterday and is 
satisfied that he will do all he can 
for us.” 
One letter from the Hamlin file, 
written from Washington on Dec. 
2, 1911, to Charles B. Warren, presi­ 
dent of the Michigan Sugar company, 
enumerated nearly a dozen large pa­ 
pers in the Middle W est In which 
he said he had succeeded In getting 
“our story” printed. 
A letter to C. B. Warren, president 
of the Michigan Sugar company, dat 
ed Feb. I, 1912, and apparently from 
Hamlin, said:

Washington, June 18.—Probably the 
most radical and farreaching exten­ 
sion of the food and drugs act since 
its enactment was made when Sec­ 
retaries Houston, McAdoo and Red­ 
field, charged with enforcing this stat­ 
ute, ruled that meat and meat prod­ 
ucts in interstate or foreign com­ 
merce, which hitherto have been ex­ 
empted from the provisions of the 
pure food law’, may be seized if mis­ 
branded or adulterated. 
Beginning at once manufacturers of 
meat foods will be required to com­ 
ply strictly with the food and drugs 
act as well as with the meat inspec­ 
tion law. 
The 
action 
was 
taken 
on 
the 
strength of an opinion by Attorney 
General McReynolds. 
The three sec­ 
retaries revoked a regulation adopt­ 
ed in October, 1906, only four months 
after the passage of the pure food 
Taw which had prevented the depart­ 
ment of agriculture according to a 
statement 
by 
Secretary 
Houston, 
“ from prosecuting manufacturers of 
meat foods under the pure food law, 
or ordering seizures 6r prosecution 
for misbranding or adulteration of do­ 
mestic meats.’’ 
Secretary Houston said 
he could 
not understand why meat and meat 
products were not food in the sense 
of the food and drugs act, or why his 
department could not seize bad, adul­ 
terated or misbranded meat, once it 
had entered interstate commerce. 
Under the new decision the govern­ 
ment can control meat foods from the 
hoof to the retailer, subject only to 
the limitations of the power of the 
federal government in interstate com­ 
merce.

St. Paul, June 18.— Mrs. Anna Ack­ 
er Rice, widow7 of Hon. Edmund Rice,

GRAIN AND PROVISION PRICES 


Washington, June 
18.— The stat* 
rate decisions which marked the se* 
Bion of the supreme court are regard­ 
ed by some lawyers as merely the be­ 
ginning of a fight by the railroads 
against low rates. 
In each case where a railroad failed 
to sustain Its claim that the state 
rates were confiscatory the supreme 
court specifically preserved the right 
of the road to begin new proceedings. 
This was true as to two roads ie 
Minnesota, 
twelve 
in Missouri 
and 
two 
in 
Arkansas, 
where 
Justice 
H ’ighes said the data on which the 
claim of confiscation was based was 
too general. 
Whether any road can collect data 
before the interstate commerce com­ 
mission concludes its valuation of all 
the railroad 
property in the United 
States sufficiently accurate to satisfy 
the court that proper valuations have 
been arrived at is a new question. 
Justice Hughes made it clear that 
the court will not accept generous* 
tions or opinions as to valuations and 
expenses. 


Must Reform Bookkeeping.

Within the week after the Minneso­ 
ta rate decision was announced the 
Norfolk and Western railroad filed In 
the supreme court a suit in which it 
claimed the 2-cent passenger law of 
W est Virginia was confiscatory. 
This law was held constitutional la 
the suit of the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
but that road did not raise the point 
of confiscation. 
The unusual situation of low rates 
being applicable to some roads in a 
state and not applicable to others waa 
pronounced by Justice Hughes in the 
Missouri rate decision as being entire­ 
ly constitutional.
